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M  FMOiRS  Willi  AM  of  Nalfau,  Vnnce 
of  Orange,  and  Founder  of  the  Dutch 
Commonwealth* 

7^HIS  eminently  great  man  was  born 
at  the  Ciftlc  of  Dilleinbourg,  in 
the  county  of  NatTau,  in  the  year  1533. 
He  was,  when  very  young,  appointed 
page  of  honour  to  the  emperor  Charles  V. 
and  continued  in  that  Oatian  nine  years. 
The  emperor  loved  him  for  bis  good 
fenfc  and  modefty,  and  he  was  fo  much 
his  favourite  as  to  make  him  a  general 
when  but  twenty-two  years  old.  He 
<'hofe  him  to  carry  the  imperial  crown 
on  his  refignation,  to  his  brother  And 
fnccelVor  Ferdinand — and  made  him  at¬ 
tend  him  \o  Bruirds  in  the  year  1555, 
when  he  refigned  all  his  kifigdoms  to  his 
Ion  Philip  II.  of  Spain. 

'J'he  emperor’s  efteem  for  the  prince, 
ruined  him  in  the  opinion  of  Philip,  who 
difregarding  his  father’s  recommenda¬ 
tion  of  the  prince,  treated  him  with  tlif- 
l  efpeeH  and  liaiightinefs  long  before  there 
was  any  pretence  for  it  on  a  religious  ac¬ 
count.  Philip,  determined  to  gratify  his 
lupcrftiNous  cruel  difpofition,  and  his 
tage  againft  the  Proteftants,  fent  the  in¬ 
famous  Cardinal  de  Granville  into  the 
VoL.  XXXYil. 


Netherlands,  who  cngrolTed  the  whole 
management  of  civil  affairs,  and  pulbeJ 
on  the perfecution  with  great  violence. 

Great  dilcontents  ariling,  and  the 
Prince  of  Orange  obferving  that  Gran¬ 
ville  was  bis  declared  tnemy,  he,'  with 
other  nobility,  abfenled  themfelvcs  from 
the  council  of  ftate  b>r  their  own  fafety  ; 
and  alfo  reprefented  to  the  king  in  wri¬ 
ting,  1563,  that  “  his  prtivinces  in 
the  Netherlands  would  be  utterly  loft.  If 
the  cardinal  were  not  removed,  and 
healing  meafiires  pinfutd.’^  The  fol¬ 
lowing  year  the  cardinal  w’as  re-called, 
but  not  till  the  king  had  heard  of  a  con¬ 
federacy,  formed  between  the  prince  and 
fevcral  of  the  chief  of  the  provinces,  for 
mutual  defence  againft  tlic  catdinaPs  op- 
preflive  adts.  Thcfe  pcrfons,  however, 
W'cie  marked  by  the  court  for  feefet  and 
future  vengeance. 

Now  the  prince  returned  to  the  coui.- 
cil,  and  conftanily  fpoke  for  moderation 
in  the  affairs  of  religion,  “  declaring  it 
impradticable,  as  well  as  cruel,  to  extir¬ 
pate  fuch  a  viiurnber  of  heretics  by  fire 
and  fwofd  ;  that  they  grew  the  faftef, 
and  that  the  chief  and  propef  methods 
to  be  tiied,  were  tl.e  reforhiation  of  the 
clergy,  and  the  good  iuftrudion  of  the 
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common  people;  ami  in  the  year  1565, 
he  fpoke  more  freely,  ami  mainlair.ttl  in 
council,  that  “  he  could  not  approve  that 
princes  fhouM  aim  at  any  dominion  over 
the  fouls  of  men,  or  deprive  them  of  the 
freedom  of  their  faitli  and  religion.

i  upon  them,  news  was  brought  him,  that 
5  the  prince’s  flecf  (which  was  obliged  to 
leave  the  ports  of  England  by  Alva’s  in¬ 
mini  iters)  had

^  Alva  being  rcpulfed  in  attempting  to  re- 
^  take  itj.prefently  Icvcral  cities  embraced 
the  prince’s  party,  on  condition  of  a  free 
toleration  for  Papifts  as  well  as  Piotc- 
ftants.  This  year  the  prince  carried 
J  1200  horfe  into  France,  to  the  aftillancc 
the  perfecutetl  French  Proteftants,  un- 
f  der  the  famous  Admiral  Ctrligny. 

In  the  years  1570,  M7I,  and  1572, 
the  war  was  carried  <»n  with  various  fne- 
I  cefs  between  the  prince  and  Alva  in  the 
4  Netherlands.  But  the  m allacre  at  Paris, 
^  in  which  the  prince  loft  fome  of  his  chief 
t  friends,  proved  very  unfavourable  to 
f  liiin  and  the  Proteftants,  and  was  of 
i  great  advantage  to  the.Spanilb  intereft. 
lie  was  obliged  to  abandon  feveral  of  his 
corujudU,  and  retreat  to  Zealand.  At 
M  laft  Philip  recalled  Alva,  and  appointed 
p  Don  RcqiiefcMis  governor  in  his  room. 
Still  violence,  cruelty,  and  tyranny,  and 
oppofition  to  them  prevailed.  Numbers 
were  continually  put  to  death  tor  re¬ 
nouncing  the  Romiti)  faith.  In  fome  ac¬ 
tions  the  prince  had  the  advantage,  and 
in  1574  he  took  Middleburgh,  after  a 
two  years  liege,  to  prevent  which,  had 
coft  the  Spaniards  feven  millions  Ster¬ 
ling  in  fleets  and  troops.  But  his  bro¬ 
thers,  Count  Lewis  and  Count  Henry, 
were  defeated  near  Nimeguen,  and  both 
(lain  in  the  held,  with  the  lofs  of  all  their 
cannon  and  baggage. 

On  the  8th  of  February,  1575,  as  a  re¬ 
ward  for  the  bravery  and  conftancy  of  the 
inhabitants  of  Leyden,  during  a  long 
fiegc  and  unparalleled  famine,  the  prince 
came  to  the  city,  and  founded  and  en¬ 
dowed  the  univernty,  which  hath  coiili- 


nued  w'ith  great  reputation  ever  fince. 
The  dates  of  Holland  appointed  the 
prince  this  year  to  have  the  fupreme  di- 
re»^tion  of  all  affairs  during  the  war;  and 
the  king  of  Spain  n. fitting  every  petition 
and  propofal,  but  iwc9nJitiomti Jubm\jUion^ 
or  giving  the  Proteftants  time  to  fell  their 
cffeCls  and  quit  the  country  for  ever, 
w’ar  blazed  forth  with  greater  fury  than 
before,  and  feveral  more  towns  declared 
for  the  prince,  and  aflifted  him. 

In  the  year  1576,  the  fovereignty  of 
Holland  and  Zealand  was  tendered  to 
Queen  Elizabeth,  but  flic  refuted  it,  and 
blamed  the  ambaftadors  and  their  friends 
“  for  fetting  themfelves  lo  ubftinately 
againft  their  king,  and  occaOoiiing  fo 
much  mifery  to  their  country  on  account 
of  the  mafs.”  Fearing,  however,  that 
they  w'ould  have  recoiirte  to  the  Fiench, 
the  permitted  them  to  can  y  out  men  aiid 
arms  for  their  inonev.  I  his  year  the 
prince,  on  the  8th  of  November,  con¬ 
cluded  the  famous  treaty  of  Cvhent,  or  « 
peace  and  alliance  between  the  ftates  of 
Brabant,  Fiander.4,  Artois,  llainanlt  and 
their  fi lends  on  the  one  part,  and  tlune 
of  Holland  and  Zealand  with  their  con¬ 
federates  on  the  other,  in  which  they  en¬ 
gaged  for  a  free  religions  toleration,  and 
to  unite  with  each  other  in  expelling  the 
Spaniards  and  other  foreigners  out  of  the 
country. 

Don  Reqiicfens  dyingijthe  king’s  baf- 
tard  brother,  Don  John  m"  Anftria,  was 
tent  to  govern  the  Low  Count  ties;  biR 
he  perlifted  in  the  fame  rigorous  mea- 
furcs.  He  at  firft  amuf'ed  the  confede¬ 
rates  with  a  treaty,  but,  iii  the  midft  of 
it,  feized  bn  the  callle  of  Namurrar.d  in 
the  year  1578  defeated  the  ftates  ainiy  at 
Gemblouvs.  On  bisenfigns  was  a  crofs, 
with  this  motto,  “  With  this  tigii  I  have 
beaten  the  I'urks,  and  with  this  I  will 
beat  the  heretics. ”  But  tlie  heretics  re- 
piilfed  him  in  an  action  foon  atler'wardH, 
notwithftamling  his  crofs,  and  the  bull  of 
Pope  Gregoiy  Xlll.  giving  remilliori  «»f 
tins  to  all  who  fought  under  his  banners. 

The  Prince  of  Orange  was  now  decla¬ 
red  governor  of  Brabant,  by  the  ftates  <  f 
that  province :  But  fome  of  tlic  above 
provinces  making  tlieir  peace  with  the 
king’s  governor,  and  inteftine  diviftdrs 
takipg  place  among  the  reft,  the  war  had 
an  unfavourable  afiHrtft,  fome  time,  ((;r 
the  confederatef.

Par  from  abandoning  him- 
Itlf  to  fenfiial  plcafure,  he  palled  feveral 
months  yearly  in  the  mountains  of  Tar- 
lary,  moltly  on  horleback,  and  declining 
no  fatigue  ;  Nor  in  that  fitnation  were 
atfaiis  of  Hate  ncgiciitcd  ;  Many  hoins 
he  borrowed  h  orn  lleep,  to  hear  his  mi- 
iiifiers,  and  to  ilVue  onlers.  How  few 
moTi.nrhs,  bred  up  like  Cangbi  in  the 
rlowny  iinlolencc  ol  a  leraglio,  have  re- 
folntion  to  withlland  tlie  temptations  of 
iVnfual  pieafure  ! 

In  no  other  hifiory  is  the  influence  of 
nrolprrily  and  opulence  on  maimers  fo 
confpieuoiisi  as  in  that  ot  old  H.ome. — 
During  the  :econJ  Pur.ic  war,  when  the 
itiMuaiis  Were  reiinced  by  Hannibal  to 
light  pro  at  is  et  f.cls^  Hiero  king  of  Sy- 
‘  i  jciifc  lent  to  K<j:ue  a  Luge  ^;uciislity  t  f 


corn,  with  a  golden  flame  of  vltJlory, 
weighing  three  hundred  and  twenty 
pounils,  which  the  fenate  accepted : 
But,  though  their  finances  were  at  the 
lowed  ebb,  lliey  accepted  but  the  light¬ 
ed  of  forty  golden  vafes,  prelenled  ti» 
them  by  the  city  of  Naples,  and  politely 
returned,  with  many  thanks,  foine  gol¬ 
den  vafes  fent  by  the  city  of  Piidnm  in 
Liicania  :  a  rare  indanee  of  magnanimi¬ 
ty  !  But  no  degree  of  virtue  is  proof 
againd  the  corruption  of  conqiud  and 
opulence.  Upon  the  inllnx*  of  Afiatic 
riches  aiul  luxury,  llie  Romans  aban¬ 
doned  themfciveb  to  every  vice :  they 
became  in  particular  wonderluliy  .ivari. 
cions,  breaking  through  every  redraint 
t)f  jiidice  and  humanity.  Spain,  in  par¬ 
ticular,  which  abounded  with  gold  and 
(ilvtr,  was  for  many  years  a  fccne,  not 
only  of  oppicllion  and  cnn  lty,  but  of 
the  b.ifed  treacheiy,  praedifed  againd 
the  natives  hy  fuecefiive  Roman  gene¬ 
rals,  in  order  to  accniiiulate  wealth. 
Liicullus,  who  aUcrw'ards  made  a  capi¬ 
tal  figure  in  the  Mithrid.itic  war,  at¬ 
tacked  Cauca,  a  Cdtiberian  edy,  w  ith- 
out  the  llighted  provocation.  Some  of 
the  principal  citizens  rcpairctl  to  his 
camp  with  olive- brandies,  deliring  to  be 
informed  upon  what  conditions  they 
could  pmehafe  his  friendihip.  It  was 
agreed  tliat  they  Ihould  give  hodagej?, 
with  a  hundred  talents  ot  lilvcr.  'I'luy 
alfo  confenled  to  admit  a  ganifon  of 
20C0  men,  in  order,  as  Luculliu  pre¬ 
tended,  to  proted  them  againd  their 
enemies  :  But  how  wtic  they  pro- 
teded  ?  The  gales  were  tipened  by  the 
girrifon  to  the  whole  arn>y',  and  the  in- 
liabilaiUs  were  biitchcicil  without  <lif- 
tiiidion  of  lex  or  age.  What  other  re¬ 
medy  had  they  but  to  invoke  the  gods 
prcliiling  over  oaths  and  covenants,  and 
to  pour  out  execrations  againd  the  Ro¬ 
mans  for  their  pei  fidy  ?  i,»rcnllu8,  en¬ 
riched  with  the  fpoilK  of  the  town,  felt 
iu>  remorfc  for  leaving  20,000  perfons 
dead  upon  the  fpot.  Shortly  after,  ha¬ 
ving  laid  liege  to  Intercalia,  he  foliciitil 
a  treaty  of  peace.  'J’lie  citizens  re¬ 
proaching  him  w  ith  the  Ibughter  of  the 
Caiiceans,  afkeil,  whetlier,  in  inakh’g 
peace,  he  was  not  to  empl(»y  the  lanie 
right  hand,  and  the  fame  faith,  had 
alrcMily  pledged  to  their  roniurymen  I 
Seroclins  Galba,  another  Roman  gene¬ 
ral,  perfiiaded  the  Lnlitanians  to  lav 
down  tluir  arms,  promiling  them  ^ 
fruitful  territory  in  dead  of  their  owu 
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mo’jntain'i;  anti,  having  thus  go!  them 
into  his  power,  he  orderetl  them  all 
to  l>e  murdered.  Of  the  tew  that  efca- 
pvd  Viri.i  us  was  one,  who,  in  a  long 
an.i  bloody  war  againd  the  Romans, 
arnplr  avenged  the  inaliacre  of  his  coun¬ 
trymen.  Ciur  author  Appian  repi^rts, 
that  G  ilba,  rurpadiag  even  Lucullus  in 
covetoulncfs,  dillribulcti  bm  a  fmall 
lhare  of  the  plunder  among  the  foldiers, 
converting  the  bulk  of  it  to  his  own  ufe. 
He  adds,  that,  though  Oalba  was  one  of 
the  riehed  men  in  Rome,  yet  he  never 
ferupled  at  lies  nor  perjury  to  procure 
money.  But  the  corruption  was  gene¬ 
ral  :  Galhi  being  accufed  of  many  mif- 
demeanors,  was  acquitted  by  the  fenate 
through  the  force  of  bribes.  A  tribe  of 
the  Celtibcrians,  who  had  long  ferved 
the  Romans  againd  the  Lufitanians,  had 
an  Oder  made  them  by  Titus  Didius  of  a 
territory  in  their  neiglibourhood,  lately 
conquercil  by  him.  He  appointed  them 
A  day  to  receive  poirelbon  ;  and,  having 
inclofed  them  in  his  camp  under  Ihcw  of 
friendihip,  he  put  them  all  to  ihe  fword  ; 
for  whiv'h  mighty  deed  he  obtained  the 
hon«)ur  of  a  triumph. 

The  double-dealing  and  treachery  of 
Ihc  Romans,  in  their  lad  war  againd 
Carthage,  is  beyond  example.  The  Car¬ 
thaginians,  liifpe^‘{ing  that  a  dorm  was 
patliering  againd  them,  feiit  ilep>uties  to 
Rome  tor  feeuring  peace  at  any  rate. 
The  lenate  in  appearance  were  difpofed 
to  amic;ible  nu-afuros,  demanding  only 
bodages  ;  and  yet,  though  three  hun¬ 
dred  hodagCvS  were  ilelivered  without 
loU  of  time,  the  Rt>m au  army  landed  at 
Utica.  The  Cartltaginian  deputies  at- 
te:\ded  the  confuls  there,  detiring  to 
know  what  more  was  to  be  done  on 
thetr  part.  They  were  required  to  deli¬ 
ver  up  theif  arms,  which  they  chearfully 
diti,  imagining  that  they  were  now  cer¬ 
tain  of  pracc.  Indead  of  which,  they 
received  peremptory  orders  to  evacuate 
the  city  with  their  wives  and  children, 
anvl  to  take  up  uo  habitation  within 
eighty  furlongs  ()f  the  fra.  In  perilling 
App»in*<  hidory  of  tiiat  memorable  event, 
com  p  illion  for  the  didrrtVed  Carthagi- 
i»i  u»s  is  difled  by  indignation  at  their 
treacherous  opprctfois.  Durd  the  mon- 
fters,  after  inch  treachery,  talk  of  Puuictt 
fiars^ — The  profligacy  of  the  Roman 
people,  under  the  triumvirate  ot  Cxfar, 
is  pa  ntetl  in  lively  colours  by  the  lame 
author :  •*  For  a  long  time  diforder  and 
ccr.fuhon  overfpread  the  commouwealtli: 
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no  office  was  obtained  but  by  faftion, 
bribery,  or  criminal  Icrvice  :  no  man 
was  albamed  to  buy  votes,  which  were 
fold  in  open  market.  One  man  there 
was,  who,  toobtiin  a  lucrative  office, 
expended  eight  hundred  talents  ;  111  men 
enriched  themfelvcs  with  public  money, 
or  with  bribes  :  no  honed  man  would 
dand  candidate  for  an  office  ;  and  to  k 
fituatiou  l'.»  miferable  was  the  common¬ 
wealth  reduced,  that  once  for  eight 
months  it  had  not  a  Angle  magiftrate.V 
Cicero,  writing  to  Atticus,  that  Clodius 
was  acquitted  by  the  influence  of  Craf- 
fus,  cxprelfes  himfelf  in  the  following 
word^ :  “  In  twt)  days  he  compieated 
the  afl'air  by  the  means  of  one  flave,  a 
gladiator.  He  fent  for  him,  and  by  pro- 
mifes,  whee.^ing,  and  laige  gifts,  he 
gained  his  point.  Good  God  !  to  what 
an  infamous  hciglit  has  corruption  at 
length  arrived  :  Some  judges  w’crc  re¬ 
warded  with  a  night^s  lodging  of  certain 
ladies ;  and  others,  for  an  illuflrious 
bribe,  had  fome  young  boys  cf  noble  fa¬ 
mily  introduced  to  them.*' 

Ptolomy,  king  of  Egypt,  was  dethron¬ 
ed  by  his  fiibje*fls  for  tyranny.  Having 
repaired  to  Rome  for  protc^ion,  he 
found  means  to  poifon  the  greater  part 
of  an  hundred  F.gyptians,  his  accufers, 
and  to  alfaffinatc  Dion  theii  chief;  and 
yet  thefc  crimes,  perpetrated  in  the  heart 
of  Rome,  were  futfered  to  pal's  with  im¬ 
punity  :  hut  he  had  fecured  the  leading 
men  by  bribery,  and  was  protei^tcd  by 
Pompey.  The  followdng  inflance  is,  if 
poffiblc,  ftill  more  grofs  :  Ptolomy,  king 
of  Cyprus,  had  always  been  a  faithful  al¬ 
ly  to  the  Romans:  but  his  gold,  jewels, 
and  precious  moveables,  w’ere  a  tempt¬ 
ing  bait  to  the  avarice  of  Rome  ;  and  the 
w’hole  was  contiF-ated  by  a  decree  of  the 
people,  without  even  a  pretext.  Money 
procured  by  profligacy  is  not  commonly 
hoarded  up  ;  and  the  Romans  W'ere  no 
Icfs  voluptuous  than  avaricious.  Alex- 
aniler  ab  Alexandro  mentions  the  Fa- 
nian,  Orchian,  Didian,  Oppian,  Corne¬ 
lian,  Aiician,  and  Julian  laws,  for  repref- 
fmg  luxury  of  drefs  and  of  eating,  all  of 
which  proved  inclfcdual.  He  adds,  that 
Tiberius  had  it  lon^  at  heart  to  contrive 
fome  cffetflual  law  againft  luxury,  wdiich 
now  had  furpafl'ed  all  bounds  ;  but  that 
he  found  it  impraaicahle  to  ftein  the 
tide.  He  concludes,  that,  by. tacit  agree¬ 
ment  among  a^conupted  people,  all 
lumptuary  laws  were  in  effed  abrog,*- 
ted  ;  an i  that  tlie  Roman  people,  nban- 
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4f»ning  thcmfclvcs  to  vice,  brolie  through 
every  rcftiaint  of  morality  and  religion, 
yrcmble,  O  Britain,  on  the  brink  of  a 
precipice  !  How  little  diftant  in  rapa- 
from  Roman  fenators  are  the  leaders 
of  thy  people  ! 

^  Riches  produce,  another  lamentable 
.  ffteCl  :  they  enervate  the  poUtilbr,  and 
jegrade  him  into,  a  coward.  He  who 
'^Ipommanda  the  labour  of  others,  who 
>;'^ats  without  hunger,  and  lefts  without 
Jitiguc,  becomes  feeble  in  mind,  as  well 
s  in  body,  has  no  conBdence  in  his  own 
jibilities,  and  is  reduced  to  flatter  his 
ktu  mics,  becaufe  he  hath  not  courage  to 
'Irave  them.  .#

I  READ,  fome  time  ago,  two  very  fen- 
fible  papers  by  your  correfpondent 
fclyautht's^  and  another  under  the  figna- 
ture  of  Puhliusy  upon  the  advantages  and 
^ifadyantages  of  having  enemies.  ]  may 
communicate  my  thoughts  upon  that 
Tubjedt  afterwards :  But  what  1  am  juft 
^ow  to  obftrve  is,  th.it  I  was  particidar- 
jy  pleafed  with  the  jinlicious  obferva- 
ftions  of  Polynvtbcs  in  the  beginning  of 
firft  p  i{>cr  [Vol.  xxxvi.  P.  77.]  ;  and 
l^om  the  peruftl  of  which  the  foiiowing' 
thoughts  tKcurred  to  me. 

Your  correfpondent  very  juftly  ob- 
“erves,  that  Ihofe  caufes,  which  the  world 
alls  adverfet  are  proiludtive  of  the  great- 
ft  good  upon  ti»e  whole.  The  bulk  of 
lankind  generally  place  happinefs  in 
thofe  things  which  chiefly  aftcift  the  ex¬ 
ternal  fenfes — great  power,  fplendid 
quipage,  and  drefs:  In  Ihort,  the  dar¬ 
ing  of  fortune  is  generally  pionounccd 
he  happy  man:  But  the  contrary,  1 
hink,  might  l>e  cafily  fliewn,  both  from 
bfervation  and  experience.  Providence 
o  doubt  intended  that  there  flioiild  be 
fiune  diftimftion  of  ranks  in  fociety,  but 
never  intended  that  thofe  who  arc  born 
to  titles  and  fortune  ftiould  defpife  their 
inferiors,  and  look  upon  them  as  beings 
of  a  dirt'erent  fpecics.  Have  we  not  dai¬ 
ly  experience  of  many  who  were  placed 
in  very  unfavourable  circumftanccs,  and 
who  were  brought  up  amidft.  poverty 
and  indigence,  rifing  at  laft  far  fuperior 
t*»  ihofc  who  formerly  defpifed  them, 
and  making  a  flgure  in  the  urorld  ?  liave 


we  not,  on  the  other  hand,  feen  many 
who  were  dandled  in  the  lap  of  fortune, 
by  negleding  to  attain  thofe  qualities 
which  cquld  alone  procure  them  the  ap¬ 
probation  of  the  wife  and  fenfiblc  part  of 
mankind,  finking  into  contempt  and  mi- 
fery  ? 

Jt  has  always  been  my  opinion  that 
poverty  is  more  favourable  tv>  virtue 
than  riches ;  for  wherein  dotts  virtue 
contift  ?  Why,  in  piety,  felf-goveriirncnt, 
and  in  the  praftice  of  jullice,  humanity, 
benevolenct*,  and  all  the  relative  duties 
of  life.  (.)iie  would  tliink  that  tiie  man 
who  is  highly  favoured  with  the  gifts  of 
fortune,  would  never  fail  to  exprefs  his 
gratitude  to  the  bountiful  Giver  of  all : 
But  is  this  the  cafe  ?  Alas  !  Sir,  I  with  1 
could  anfwer  in  the  affirmative.  Thefe 
grateful  tributes  of  thaiikfgiving  are  ge¬ 
nerally  confined  to  the  humble  cottages 
of  the  poor — while  the  great  and  opu¬ 
lent  h)ok  upon  piety  as  the  fanciful  re¬ 
veries  of  enthufiaftic  brains,  and  a«  the 
figii  of  a  mean  and  abjeift  fpirit.  But  I 
would  not  be  meant  to  maintain  that 
this  is  univerfally  the  cafe.  I'here  have 
been,  and  I  hope  there  are  many,  in  the 
moft  exalted  ftations  of  life,  eminent 
patterns  of  piety  and  virtue.  Such  men 
are  the  ornaments  of  human  nature; 
and  their  example  has.  more  cffctft  upon 
the  conduit  of  the  generality  of  man¬ 
kind  than  a  thoiifand  inflruilions. 

Further,  I  would  obferve  that  poverty 
is  more  favourable  to  the  practice  of  the 
duties  of  fclf- government.  The  rich 
man  can  cafily  procure  thofe  objcils  that 
are  fitted  to  gratify  his  favourite  paflions, 
and  therefore  we  fliall  find  that  the  ge¬ 
nerality  of  the  favourites  of  fortune  arc 
fl.ives  to  their  irregular  defires.  \Vhen 
the  principles  of  viituc  bear  no  fway  in 
the  heart,  there  can  be  no  defire  of  any 
thing  that  is  great  or  excellent.  It  is 
impoflible  to  purfue  any  worthy  objeil 
amidft  the  hurry  and  biiftle  of  irregular 
paflions.  Thofe  habiu  of  vice  and  irre¬ 
gularity,  which  .ire  too  often  contracted 
amidft  wTilth  and  opulence,  indifpofc 
the  mind  for  intellectual  improvement. 
Thofe,  on  the  other  hand,  who  have 
been  brought  up  in  the  midft  of  poverty, 
have  no  objcCls  to  gratify  their  irregular 
delires,  and  thus  arc  led  to  the  purfiiit 
of  knowledge.  Judge  which  of  lliefe  i» 
in  the  faireft  way  to  attain  happinefs.— 
Allow  me  here  to  make  a'fliort  digref- 
fion  which  naturally  arifes  frun  thefe 
obfcrvatijQS.

but  at  that  period  poverty  was  reckoned 
honourable  by  the  former,  and  .a  diferace 
by  the  latter.  The  Athenians  conti¬ 
nued  virtuous  in  the  days  of  poverty, 
in  the  days  t>f  an  Ari Hides  and  a  Pericles ; 
in  thofc  days  when  the  managers  of  the 
public  treafin  y  were  buried  at  the  pub¬ 
lic  expence.  Euripides,  in  one  of  his 
tragedies,  puts  thefe  words  in  the  mouth 
of  one  of  the  aClors  :  “  Riches  are  the 
fovereign  happinefs  of  mankind,  and  kis 
with  i\afon  they  excite  the  admir.ition 
of  gods  and  inen.^^  We  are  told'  that 
thefe  words  provoked  the  whole  people 
of  Athens,  and  they  rofe  up  wuth  one 
voice  ag.iinft  the  poet ;  but  this  was  the 
age  of  Athenian  virtue.  I'he  great  ob¬ 
ject  of  the  laws  of  Lycurgub,  was  to 
render  Sparta  inaccelbhle  to  riches  ;  and 
we  fuul,  that  they  continued  for  many 
ages  a  brave,  liwneH,  and  virtuous  peo¬ 
ple.  Epaminoudas,  one  of  the  greateft 
characters  with  which  we  are  prefented 
in  anlient  hiftory  ;  Epaminondas,  to 
whom  Thebes  owed  all  her  power  and 
grandeur,  was  carried  to  his  grave  at  the 
public  expcnce. 

When  did  the  Roman  commonwealth 
Ihine  forth  with  nnrk’alled  luftre  ?  Was 
it  not  in  the  days  of  a  Camiilns,  a  Cin- 
cinnatu<,  a  Eabricius,  and  a  Regultis  ? 
'Lhofe  happy  days  when  poverty  was 
reckoned  no  difgrace,  and  wdien  the 
meancH  citl/cn  could,  by  his  perfonal 
merit,  raife  himfclf  to  the  chief  offices 
of  the  flate.  Ibnv  much  was  Pyrrhus 
king  of  Epire  .jftoniflied  when  he  found 
the  wliolc  Roman  fenate  inacccHible  to 
bribery  ?  'Vbey  bad  no  ambition  but 
to  promote  the  public  good.  Fabricius 
gloried  more  in  a  triumph  than  in  all  the 
riches  of  Epire.  Honourable  was  the 
teflimony  given  him  by  an  enemy: 
“  Admirable  Fabricius  !  it  would  be  as 
eafy  to  turn  the  Inn  from  his  coiirfe  as 
thee  from  the  paths  of  honour.’*  The 
old  conluls  and  dictators  of  Rome  were 
v)ften  taken  from  the  plough, — and  after 
conquering  kingdoms,  enriching  the 
commonwealth,  and  after  being  led  in 
triumph  amidit  the  acclamations  of 
thoulands,  retired  to  the  plough  again.

^•perfonal  talents  and  perfonal  worth  are 
the  only  objects  of  moral  approbation) 
|ind  ought  to  be  reckoned  the  only  roads 
"to  honour  and  diftinftion.— If  we  con- 
Tult  the  hi  dories  of  antient  Greece  and 
tome,  we  lhall  find  that  perfonal  merit 
jwas  always  regarded  independent  of  the 
^accidental  circumfiances  of  poverty  or 
riches.  Numa  Pompilius  was  a  hunnbie 
i6abine,  and  lived  in  obfeurity  at  Cures  ; 
yet  his  virtues  reached  the  ears  of 
the  Romans,  and  raifed  him  to  the 
throne.  The  moft  diflinguifhed  charac* 
[eers  in  every  age  have  arofe  from  mean- 
nefs  and  obfeurity.  1  am  forry  that  it 
is  too  common  in  the  prefent  age  to  ridi¬ 
cule  and  defpife  men  of  worth  and  abili¬ 
ties,  bccaule  they  happen  to  be  deprived 
of  the  external  advantages  of  high  birth, 
connections,  or  riches.  This  contempt 
of  merit,  when  deprived  of  thefe  advan¬ 
tages,  generally  takes  its  rife  from  Tome 
\4>f  the  moft  corrujJt  affedtions  of  the  hu- 
lan  heart,  priJe  and  eniy.  The  follow¬ 
ing  obfervari  on  of  the  poet  ought  to  he 
engraven  on  the  memory  of  every  wor¬ 
thy  perfon : 

^am  genus  ct  proavos^  et  qu^  non  fecimus 
fix  ea  no  fir  a  voco. 

Let  us  look  around  us,  and  we  fliatl 
find  that  many  of  the  moft  refpedtahle

SIR, 

MhRICAN  cowardice,  and  Britifli 
valour,  are  terms  fo  common,  that 
have  been  indnoeil  to. examine  whether 
r  no  the  application  of  them  is  jult; 
'his  naturally  led  -me  to  en(|uiie  into 
lie  nature  of  courage,  and  endeavour  to 
1  out  the  caufe  tliat  could  make  one 
nation  as  rem.tikable  for  cow'ardiee  as 
he  other  was  cnnlpi'cuous  for  bravery, 
n  this  invedig^tiuii ‘it  appeared  to  me 
eyond  a  doubt,  tiut  as  one  country 


was  peopletl  by  emigrations  from  Uh; 
other,  it  was  naturally  impolfible  that  the 
one  could  be  co.*»ItitutionalIy  brave,  and 
the  other  conflitutionally  cowartlly,  I 
faw,  by  experience,  that  a  dread  of  dan¬ 
ger  was  interwoven  with  the  human 
frame,  and  that  man  naturally  ihmldered 
at  annihilation  from  this  1  inferred, 
that  courage  coidd  not  be  the  eflcifl  of 
eonflitutioii, 

1  next  was  curimis  to  difeover,  by 
what  oicansouan  could  be  able  to  over¬ 
come  his  natural  fears,  tt)  court  clanger, 
defpife  death,  and,  ima  manner,  rife  fu- 
perior  to  himfelf:  I«mlind,  that  for  .ill 
this,  he  was  indebted  only  to  education  ;

Is  he  dull  and 
lumpifli  ?  Education  cjulckcns  him,  and 
implants  in  his  heart  thofe  feeds  that 
fljoot  up  into  the  keenefl  and  moflcxqni- 
iitcfenfibillty.  Is  he  favage  and  blood  tin iv 
fly  ?  It  is  edueation  that  fivfti  iishis  man¬ 
ners,  and  melts  him  down- to  that  degree 
of  humanity  wh  eh  becomes  a  fiddur. 
H  is  nature'  made  him  fo  timorous  th.it 
he  Ibirts  at  founds  and  fliadows?  It  is 
education  that,  by  placing  before  his 
eyes  the  cxamjile  of  others,  and  drawr 
ing  an  odious  pi^iire  of  cowardice,  infii- 
fes  into  him  a  fpirit  of  honour  that  makes 
him,  with  a  refolution  foreign  to  his  n.i- 
ture,  rnlh  into  the  thickeft  fcpi.adrons, 
and  brave  death  even  at  tlie  caimonV 
month.

dignation.  With  this  view,  in  prcJcncc 
of  a  vaft  airemhlvy  he  drt*w  up  his  men 
in  order  of  battle,  and  made  an  oftenta- 
tious  hut  innocent  difplay  of  the  Iharp- 
nefs  of  the  Spanifit  fwords,  of  the  force 
of  their  fpears,  and  the  operation  of  their 
crofs-howe.  Thele  rude  people,  ft  ran¬ 
gers  to  the  life  of  iron,  and  unacquaint¬ 
ed  with  any  hoftile  weapons,  biit  arrows 
of  reeds  pointed  with  the  bones  of  fifties, 
wooden  (words,  and  javdins  hardened  in 
the  fire,  wondered  and’  trembled.  Be¬ 
fore  this  furpril'e  or  fear  had  |iine  to  a- 
bate,  he  ordered  the  great  gftns  to  be 
fired.  The  fudden  explofion  ftrtick:  them 
with  fuch  terror,  that  they  fell  flat  to  the 
I  ground,  covering  their  Cices  with  their 
hands  ;  and  when  they  beheld  the  afto- 
nifhing  cftc^s  of  the  huilets,  they  con¬ 
cluded  that  it  was  impoftible  to  refill 
men,  who  had  the  command  of  fudi  dc- 
ttrm^ivc  inftruments,  and  who  came 
armed  with  thunder  and  lightning  againft 
their  enemies. 

•‘  After  giving  fuch  impreffions  both 
of  the  beneficence  and  power  of  the  Spa¬ 
niards,  as  might  have  rendered  it  cafy  to 
preferve  an  afeendant  over  the  minds  of 
the  natives,  Columbus  appointed  thirty- 
eight  of  his  people  to  remain  in  the  ifiand. 
He  intrufied  the  command  of  thefe  to 
Diego  de  Arada,  a  gentleman  of  Cordo¬ 
va,  invefting  him  with  the  fame  powers 
which  he  himfelf  had  received  from  their 
•Catholic  Majefties ;  and  furnifhed  him 
-with  every  thing  requifite  for  the  fublif- 
tence  or  defence  of  this  infant  colony. 
He  ftridly  enjoined  them  to  maintain 
concord  among  themlelves,*  to  yield  an 
utireiervcd  obedience  to  their  comman¬ 
der,  to  avoid  giving  offence  to  the  natives 
by  a«y  violence  or  exa^ion,  to  cultivate 
the  friend  (hip  of  Giiacanahari,  biit  not 
to  put  themlelvei  in  hit  power  by  drag¬ 
gling  in  imall  parties,  or  marching  too 
far  from  tive  fort.  He  promifed  toVevi-  - 
fit  them  foon,  with  fuch  a  reinforcement 
of  firength  as  might  enable  them  to  talur 
full  poireflion  of  the  country,  and  to  reap 
all  the  fruits  of  their  dtfroveries.  In  the 
<  mean  time,  he  engaged  to  mention  their 
•fwones  to  the 'king  and  <)ueen«  and  to 
’  f  iacc  Iheir  merit  and  Xerviocs  in  ibe  me^ 
auvaiiUgcous  light. 


“  Having  thus  taken  every  prerautiori 
for  the  fecurity  of  the  colony,  he  left 
Navidad  on  the  fourth  of  January,  one 
tlioufand  four  hundred  and  ninety-three, 
and,  (leering  towards  the cafl,  difeovered, 
and  gave  tumes  to  mod  of  the  harbours 
on  the  northern  coaft  of  the  ifiand.  Oft 
the  fixth,  he  deferied  the  Pinta,  and  foon 
came  up  with  her,  after  a  (eparation  of 
more  than  fix  weeks.  PInzon  endea¬ 
voured  to  jufiify  his  condriil,  by  pre¬ 
tending  that  he  had  been  driven  from  hfs 
cimrfe  by  (trefs  of  weather,  and  prevent¬ 
ed  from  reluming  by  cmitrary  winds. 
1  he  admiral,  tiiough  no  ftrangcr  to  hU 
perfidious  intentions,  hr  the  frivolity  au 
well  as  falfehood  of  what  lit  urged  in  Um 
defence,  was  fo  I'eniible  that  this  was  not 
a  proper  time  for  venturing  upon  any 
high  drain  of  aiitliority,  and  felt  fuch  (a- 
tisfadlion  in  this  juii^tii  u  with  his  con- 
fort,  which  delivered  him  from  many 
difquicting  appreheniions,  tivat  iaiiie  as 
Pin/xMi^s  apoK>gy  was,  he  admitted  of  it 
without  difiicuity,  and  refiored  him  to 
favour.  During  his  abfencr  from  the  ad¬ 
miral,  Pinzon  had  vitited  fevcral  har¬ 
bours  in  the  ifiand,  had  acquired  fome 
gold  by  trafficking  with  the  natives,  but 
had  made  no  difeovery  of  auy  impor¬ 
tance. 

“  From  the  condition  of  his  fhifs,  as 
well  as  the  temper  of  his  men,  Colum¬ 
bus  now  found  it  necefiary  to  haften  hfs 
return  to  Europe.  The  former,  having 
fiiffercd  much  during  a  voyage  «>f  fu«h 
unufiial  duration,  were  extremely  leaky. 
The  latter  cxprelFed  the  utmoft  impa¬ 
tience  to  revifit  their  native  country, 
from  which  they  had  been  fo  long  abfent, 
and  where  they  had  things  fo  wonderful 
and  unheard -blf  t<i  relate.  Accordingly, 
on  the  fixteenth  of  January,  he  directed 
his  emufe  towards  the  north-eaft,  and 
foon  loft  fight  of  land.  He  had  on  board 
fome  of  the  natives,  whom  he  had  taken 
from  the  different  iflanda  which  he  dif¬ 
eovered  ;  and  befides  the  gold,  which 
was  the  chief  obje6l  of  refcarch,  he  hail 
coHeiied  fpocimtns  of  ;^I1  the  produClim  a 
which  were  likely  to  become  fubjeCts  of 
commerce  in  the  fevcral  - couHtr its,  aa 
well  as  many  unknown  birds,  and  other 
natural  curiofnies,  which  might  attract 
the  attention  and  excite  the  wonder  of 
the  people.
